"THoiua BBI.L, Esq. — Arail 30, at hig reaidenoe, in Cambsriuid Bow, New- 
CMtle-npaa-Tyne, aged 71. Thomas Bell, Esq., Und raloer and Borrejat, tful • 
diligent antiquary. 

" In hia profesaion Mr. Bell ffaa a man at conepicuoua abiiltT-, and his expe- 
ri«Dce and coonectiona were ao conaidGmblo that Iho greater portion of the lutd 
in the northern counties had passed under his profeuional notice. On the death 
of bia father, he vas appointed one of the anrreyore and land valuera of tha 
Duke of Northumberland, He was aJao conuniaaioner, valuer, or aurreyor on 
the division of moat of the oommtm lands ia the diatrict that have been encloaedf 
and vas aibitralor for the settlement of iho porchaae moary of the land ab- 
stracted by the formation of the Tsrioua railways in the nortbein district during 
the last half century. 

" Although Mr. Bull has not left behind him any puMiahcd works, his library 
was greatly enriched hv hia manuscript genealogical and antiquarian compilji- 
tioDS, and we find that the authors of moat of the topographical and antiquarian 
worica of local interest acknowledge hia aid in their anaertakings ■, in partianlar, 
he gready assiated hia late friend, the Rev. John Hodgson, in ma > Hiatory of 
Noiuumbetland.' A collector trom hia youth, Mr. Bell brought together one 
of the latneat and most valuable oollections of books, papers, and eneraTings 
ever formed in the North of England, porticuhu'l}' in matters of local interest. 
He was one of the founders of the Society of Antiquaries of Newcastle, and, at 
the time of hia death, one of its council. The riao and early progress of the 
literary and Philosophical Society of Newcastle was much indebted to hia exer- 
tiona, and his membership continued to his death. With many of the charitable 
and religious aaaociationa of the district, Mr. Bell was officially connected, and 
otherwiae throughout Ma long life he pursued an even and conaiatent oourae aa 
an honourable man and worthy and useful citizen, and now piaaea from among 
bis fellow-townamen lamented and beloved by all with whom he waa connected 
The funeral took place on Friday, the 4th instant, his remains being interred In 
tlM family vault at Jeamond Cemetery,"
